GOV. SMITH AUTHORIZES NEW 
ACTION IN DEATH OF 
MARINE 


{BY A. Fr. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WHITE PLAINS (N. Y.) June 
25.—An extraordinary grand jury, 
authorized by Gov. Smith, today 
began delving for the story back of 
the slaying by Walter 8. Ward, 
wealthy baker’s son, in May, 1922, 
of Clarence Peters, a former ma- 
rine, of Haverhill, Mags. 


Three witnesses were fheard at 
the first day’s session, which got 
under actual way this afternoon. 

Ward, who admitted slaying 
Peters, but claimed he shot in self- 
defense after Peters had menaced 
him in an argument over the pay- 
ment by Ward of blackmail, was 
once indicted for first-degree mur- 
der, but the indictment was dis- 
missed after two district attorneys 
had refused to place him on trial 
on the ground that they still lacked 
adequate evidence to convict.” 

The only direct evidence as to 
the slaying ever obtained by the 
authorities was the bare announce- 
ment by Ward that he killed Peters 
when the latter threatened him 
with a pistol in an argument over 
blackmail. He has refused stead- 
fastly to amplify the statement.

107 per cent compared with the 
prewar average while those of the 
United States have increased only 
47 per cent, according to a sum- 
mary made public by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce today in con- 
nection with its investigation of 
world trade in agricuitura) prod- 
ucts. 

It is declared that while Canada

From 60 to 
70 per cent of the northern armies 
have come from the belt, the men 
seeking to avoid starvation in the 
easiest way.

Peking 
should receive $500,000,000 from 
the provinces, but does not receive 
more than $50,000,000 yearly. This 
money is not used to, pay troops, 
but is pocketed by the Tuchuns and 
their military and civil henchmen. 

“Foreign loans for digbandment 
are futile unless administered by 
representatives of the powers who

SUFFERING NEEDED 
“The Chinese have suffered 
much, but not enough. They 
should be allowed to stew in their 
own juice until the people, reaiz- 
— their responsibility, rise to take 
charge of affairs. The situation 
now is far worse than at the in- 
ception of the republic and the 
leaders are far inferior. Foreign- 
ers should make every effort to 
lift themselves out of the internal 
politica] mess, allowing the Chi- 
nese to work out their own prob- 
lems fundamentally. 

The powers should place the 
customs under a foreign board and 
hold a tariff conference this fall, 
keeping every cent of the customs 
to pay China’s debts and forbid- 
ding their nationals to make loans 
to any Chinese government. 

“The powers should have suffi- 
clent mobile troops in headquar-. 
ters at treaty ports and also naval 
units to punish promptly any out- 
rage against foreign lives or prop- 
erty. 

RULE OWN DESTINY 
These lines of action should be 
prefaced with the statement that 
China Is to be allowed to work out 
her own destiny, but foreign lives 
and property must be respected. 
The expense of protection meas- 
ures should be charged to China 
and customs revenues should be 
be returned when a stable govern- 
ment is formed. 

“The Chinese people have no ab- 
solute right to demand that we do 
not interfere while they work out 
their own problems. Decent Chi- 
nese have begged us all the time 
not to support the rotten Peking 
government, which they have never 
recognized. Supporting a cor- 
rupt government amounts to inter- 
ference with the liberties of the 
Chinese people. 

“When it becomes known that 
foreigners will not loan money, will 
will permit China to work out her 
own salvation and will punish 
promptly any antiforeign out- 
rages, then people, bandits and 
officials will let foreigners aléne 
and foreign commerce will grow. 
Local self-government is growing, 
not only rapidly but healthfully; 
business thrives and foreigners are 
absolutely safe wherever the 
people are allowed to govern them- 
selves without the interference of 
political or military crooks.

Socialists of 
Berlin Urging 


Truce in Ruhr 


(BY CABLE—EXciUsive DISPATCH) 

BERLIN, June 25.—Inspired by 
the hope that abandonment of 
passive resistance in the Ruhr can 
be traded for concessions from 
France, the Social Democratic 
party, the strongest in the Reich- 
stag, has indirectly sanctioned an 
“armistice,” pending negotiations, 
which virtually would amount to 
a German capitulation. 

The official press service of the 
party today declares that impor- 
tant groups in the Ruhr, including 
some unions, believe it is high 
time that French and German ne- 
gotiations “in a friendly spirit” be 
entered into. Commenting on the 

roposed armistice, the press serv- 
ce says it must entail the mutual 
giving up of something, proposing 
that France, in return for the 
abandonment of passive resistance, 
first grant an amnesty to all pris- 
oners and allow all exiles to re- 
turn and then restore traffic to 
normal and withdraw Belgo- 
French railway control. 

It is argued that France may 
well agree to this bit of political 
bartering on the assumption that 
otherwise resistance can be main- 
tained and crippled production, 
therefore, continue to limp along 
too slowly to make appreciable 
reparations copfiscation possible. 

Such opinion would never have 
been so definitely expressed in the 
official press service of the Social 
Democratic party had its leaders 
and its Reichstag faction not been 
in agreement therewith. 

The Conservatives still hold 
that resistance must go on at any 
cost. Some are rampaging for ac- 
tion instead of obstruction, and 
others, less militant, are pointing 
out that an armistice actually would 
mean laying down Germany’s lone 
weapon—one which never could be 
taken up again. 


Mexico to Have 
Long-Distance 
Phone Service 


(EXCLUSIVS DISPATCH.) 

TAMPICO (Mex.) June 24.— 
According to the Department of 
Communications and Public Works 
a concession for a long distance 
telephone service throughout the 
Republic of Mexico has been given 
to the Compania Telephonica Na- 
cional, 8. A. This company was 
recently organized by Hilario 
Millan, Jr., and Alejandro R. Mejia 
and others of Sonora and Sinaloa. 

The premier capital will be not 
less than 600,000 pesos and will be 
used for the estabishment of lines 
in the Federad District, Baja Cali- 
fornia, Puebla, Vera Cruz, Quere- 
taro, Jalisco, San Luis Potosi, 
Nuevo Leon, Tamaulipas, Coahuila 
and Sonora. It is expected that 
later on the company will made 
connections with the United States, 
The concession stipulates that 20 
per cent of the gross income will 
be paid to the government and 
that the entire plant will revert 
to the government at the end of 
certain number of stipulated years. 

The contract also stipulates that 
the company may only install 
phone for commercial use in towns 
where there is no telegraph service. 
The principal officers of the com- 
pany will be in Mexico City under 
the observation of the Director 
General of Telegraph. Tariffs will 
be subject to the approval of the 
Department of Public Works and 
Communications which has ordered 
that work on the project must 
start within a year’s time.

HOSPITAL 
FINISHED 


New Modern Building 
Planned to Accommodate 
105 Patients 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

PHOENIX, June 25.—After five 
years of effort and expenditure of 
about $300,000, the sew Deacon- 
ees Hospital on East McDowell 
Road has been completed and has 
had formal dedication. It is a 
four-story structure; the main 
bullding 170 feet jong and with a 
maximum breadth of 137 feet. The 


material includes reinforced con- 
crete, Los Angeles pressed brick, 
marble, granite and tile. Accom- 
modations will be provided for 105 
patients. Four operating rooms 
have been provided, as well as a 
special X-ray department, surgical 
and obstetrical. departments and a 
clinic. Nurses are accommodated 
in a separate building. 

About 3500 individuals contrib- 
uted to the cost of construction 
and equipment, the largest dona- 
tion being $15,000. A debt of 
$50,000 remains, this taken on 
mortgage by a Los Angeles insur- 
ance campany. Plans have been 
made for an additional wing to be 
built when needed. Many of the 
rooms have been furnished by va- 
rious civic and patriotic organiza- 
tions. Finances, since inception 
of the idea in 1911, have been 
mainly under charge of Rev. 8. J. 
Rogers, who returned from a Los 
Angeles church to handle the work 
incident to construction. 

President of the directing board 
is J. O. Sexson, secretary of the 
Phoenix . Mu. C. A. The vice-presi- 
dent is K. S. Townsend, to whom 
the largest contribution is cred- 
ited. Of the fifteen directors eight 
are members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, five other de- 
nominations being represented by 
the others on the board.

BOARD TO SIFT | 
RAIL VALUATION 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH} 
WASHINGTON, June 25.— 
Spokesmen for the recent con- 


ference on railroad valuation at 
Chicago under the leadership of 
Senator LaFolliette, will have an 
opportunity to present their views 
direct to the Interstate Commerce 


Commission at hearings in Wash- 
ington on July 6, 6, and 7, next. 

Donald R. Richberg of Chicago, 
who took a prominent part in the 
valuation conference and who has 
figured as an attorney for railway 
labor unions, will make the chief 
argument in support of the theo- 
ries of those who are seeking to 
obtain the adoption of a method 
which will reduce considerably the 
valuation on which railway rates 
are based. 

It is expected that Mr. Richberg 
will seek to convince the commis- 
sion that it has not carried out the 
law in failing to ascertain the 
original costs of the railroads. He 
also is expected to urge that the 
commission present in its valuation 
reports more complete data on its 
methods of arriving at valuations. 

Seven of the different railroad 
valuation cases have been set for 
final argument before the commis- 
sion on July 6, 6 and 7. Among 
them is that involving the Monon 
Rajlroad. In each of the seven 
cases tentative valuations have 
been made the commission and 
hearings for the presentation of 
evidence have taken place. The 
cases have now reached the stage 
of final argument prior to the fix- 
ing of definite. valuations. The 
arguments will take place before 
the full membership of the com- 
mission. 

The Supreme Court recently has 
handed down a number of deci- 
sions in cases involving valuation 
for public utility corporations 
These ‘decisiona are regarded as 
having an important bearing upon 
the railroad valuation question and 
are expected to be referred to ex- 
tensively in the approaching hear- 
ings.

Metal Taken From Ashes 
of Cremated Persons is in 
Hands of County 


The Los. Angeles County Treas- 
urer is in possession of almost two 
ounces of pure gold and he doesn't 
know what to do with it. | 

The gold was sent to him by N. 
R. Martin, superintendent of the 
General Hospital. It was taken 
from the ashes of 3850 persons 
who have been cremated in the 
hospital crematory since August 
15, 1922. 


Under a ruling of the county 
counsel, it is not permissible to 
remove gold fillings from the 
teeth of persons who are buried 
or cremated by the county. When 
the bodies of persons who died 
at the hospital were buried, their 
gold teeth were buried with them. 

But since the crematory was 
established, the gold has been re- 
moved from the ashes. And the 
ashes of 350 persons has produced 
two ounces of gold. 

The treasurer is undecided 
whether the relatives of the de- 
ceased shall be given a pro rata 
share of the gold or whether it 
shall be devoted to public pur- 
poses.

ANKEE GOLD AND GERMAN GOODS 
One of England's leading bankers, F. E. 
Goodenough, has restated an old European. 
complaint in a new form, capable at any 
rate of interesting discussion. 

The old complaint is the accumulation of 
gold in Amercia to the deep distress of the 
bereaved Europeans. The new form is Mr. 
Goodenough’s contention that tn the long 
run America itself will be the chief sufferer 
from ita present surplus of wealth and that 
Germany, the country without a currency, 
will be the nation ultimately to benefit most 
by it | 

Mr. Gobdenough, referring to the gold ly- 
ing inactive in the American strong box, 
says: Its only use is to back American 
credits which would still be the surest in 
the world without this abnormal gold re 

In another direction, he opines, it will 
prove a hindrance to American trade devel- 
opment by raising the price of American- 
made goods to the point where they will be 
unable to compete for the foreign markets 
of the world. An excess of gold brings high 
wages and high prices to the nation in pos- 
session. The United States has entered 
this pleasant stage. 

But as to the effect on the country that 


“sooner or later inflation must accrue and 
prices soar, making inevitable the loss of 
its foreign markets.” Good times would 
continue till the home market was fully 
supplied and then, there being no foreign 
market to take the surplus, the inevitable 
slump would follow. 

Business would have to shut dow till the 
home market was ble to absorb the left- 
overs from the lost foreign markets and 
all the Id’s gold held in cold storage 
wouldu feed the hungry or allay the un- 
employment sure to occur in the interim. 

Such is the fate, according to this British 
financial expert, of the nation overstocked 
with gold—her products can only be sold 
in ber own borders. A nation so complex 
and so powerful as the United States can- 
not live on its own fat for half the year 
like a hibernating bear. It will lose some. 
thing more vital than gold.

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UST AND DISEASES 

A gram of New York City dust 
(weighing about as much as a pin,) from 
the floor of a Broadway hotel, and another 
ram from a Fifth avenue church, each 
yielded approximately - 360,000 bacteria, 
among which were identified germs produc 
ing dysentery, diphtheria, colds, influenza, 
pneumonia, whooping cough, measles and 
scarlet fever; otherwise, the samples test- 
ed guite sanitary. New Yorkers are rather 
boastful of the showing, because dust from 
other eastern and southern cities yielded 
from 500,000 to 3,000,000 germs to the gram. 
It used to be thought that, in Southern Cal- 


ifornia, where the people, building up a 


new metropolis, naturally “raise the dust“ 


and where the climate is never cold enough 
to freeze the germs, bacterial epidemics 


proved a better risk for the companies in 
California than in any of the Eastern 
States. Bacteriologists have discovered the 
reason; they say bacteria live through the; 
winters, even in New England as well as in 
California. Like seeds, the tiny organisms 
encyst and remain quiescent until the com- 
ing of spring, when warmth plus moisture 
in the air causes them to germinate and 
multiply. Warmth alone is not sufficient; 
humidity is as necessary to bacterial repro- 
duction ab summer showers are to seeds. 
Southern California has dust and warm 
weather to spare, but lacks dampness; 
hence bacteria remain as dry as the dust. 
That they are less ravenous than along the 
Atlantic Coast appears in the fact that 
fruits, vegetables and meats keep fresh in 
household refrigerators three or four days, 
whereas the average for the Mississippi 
Valley and Atlantic States is from twenty- 
four to thirty-six hours—less than half as 
long as in Southern California. Dust is

AT CALL OF 
EVERY COOK 


: Noted Chef Tells How to 
Buy Meat, Care for It and 
„Male Tasty Dishes 


BY CHEF A. L. WYMAN, M.C.A. 

The housewife who knows how 
to cook chuck steak, corned beef, 
Pot roasts, lamb stew, boiled beef, 
flank steak, Swiss steak, kidneys, 
brains, hearts and similar dishes, 
will always be able to furnish her 


family with good wholesome meals 
and can always obtain bargains in 
meats. The butcher will always 
be glad to help the inexperienced 
ook in the selection of the dif- 
terent cuts of meat for any dish 
that she may want to prepare and 
he can give a great deal of in- 
ooking serving 
all kinds. * 


It is easy to distinguish the dit- 
ferent grades of meat. Thickness 
of lean meat and liberal depth of 
fat are general indications of 
choice beef.. Quality beef has a 
smooth, undform outside covering 
of clear white fat, and firm fine 
textured flesh of a light red color. 
It is finely marbled; that is, has 
— mixture ot fat through the lean 


Veal is pink and somewhat less 
firm than beef. Pork is a dark 
pink and the fat 16 less firm than 
, either beef or mutton. Pork should 
cut easily and have a layer of pure 
white fat. Mutton is a dull brick 
color and lamb a light pink or 
grayish red, accordiug to the age 
of the animal. 

When wrapped meat reaches 
the home it should be removed 
from the paper at once, placed on 
a clean dry plate and placed in the 
ice box. Meat placed in the lice 
box causes the pper to absorb valu- 
an which often stick to the 
meat. 

Whenever possible, the bone and 
fat should be separated from left- 
over meat as soon as the meal is 


warm. 

When too much salt has been 
added to ccoked meat some o 
the excess salty taste can be re- 
moved by sprinkling over it a smal! 
amount of brown sugar. 
the housewife has fresh meat to 
keep over two or three days and 
the refrigeration will not keep it 
fresh she will find that 
in a marinade it. will not only keep 
it but it will improve both beef 
and mutton, : 

To prepare the marinade mix

For a roast, the meat should be 
placed in an oven with the tem- 


grees Fahrenheit and after fiftee 
minutes reduce the heat to about 
350 degrees. 

In making soup the meat should 
be cut in mol pieces in order to 
expose as much of the surface as 
possible. The meat should be 
Placed in the pot and covered 
with slightly salted cold water and 
allowed to stand until the water 
is pink, which shows that most of 
the juice has been drawn from the 
muscle tubes near the surface. 
Place the pot over a slow fire, heat 
gradually, and simmer slowly, do 
not boil, for a long time. 

Pork, bacon and other fat meata, 
that are pan fried, 
cooked slowly and the fat removed 
from the pan as it fries from the 
meat. 

In making stews the meat should

Keysville Was Real Center of 
Cold Rush Days 


Remembrance Thrilling Tale 
of Early Times 


BAKERSFIELD, June 25.—Like 
Havilah, Kern county's first capital. 
there is another “deserted vil * 
in the mountains of northeast | 
Kern, where the first permanent 


settlements were being made when 
all.the floor of the valley, now 


with prosperous farms was still a 
cotton-wood-shaded waste. Keys- 
ville is the name of the now almost 
forgotten town which antedated 
Kernville and Havilah and appears 
to have been the first authentic 
settlement in the county, though 
its population never at any time 
300. 

- Lightner, d his* sisters, 
Mrs. Rankin and Mrs. Walser, are 
probably the only residents of that 
early town now living in Bakers- 
field. When the rich cream of gold 
had been taken from the gulches 
tributary to Kern River, between 
Keysville and Kernville there re- 
mained nothing to hold the settlers 
to the village, and they scattered. 
Gustav Heuschkel, miner and pros- 
pector, still lives near the old ceme- 
tery where both Mr. Lightner’s 
parents are buried, and washes’ 
enough gold to suffice his needs. 
For many years, he has been prac- 
tically the only inhabitant of the 
eserted village. 


PICTURESQUE STORY 

The story of Keysville’s founding 
is a story of the picturesque early 
days when men discovered that 
there was gold in California even 
awey from the mother lode, and 
great swarms of prospectors scat- 
tered like ants through the moun- 
tainous backbone of the State, 
searching for the precious metal. 
About the headwaters, and down 
the course of the Kern, where it 
flows through a channel of solid 
rock, they found the rich pay-dirt 
of their dreams. This was about 
1851. “Guich mining” proved 
easy and profitable, for from some 
hidden El Dorado in the moun- 
tains, little rich veins ran down 
French Gulch, and Rich Gulch, and 
countless other gulches to the river. 

Richard Keys and John Keys, 
two brothers, came in the early 
"50's, and in ,1854, Richard Keys 
discovered the mine which efter- 
wards bore his name, as did the 
village which sprang up about it. 
A few years later, in the spring | 
of 1857, A. T. Lightner, = Sr., 
brought his family by wagon-train | 


down the valley and over the 
mountains from Santa | 
county. The present A. T. Light-_ 


ner was at that time 7 years of age 
and from his vivid memory of 
those childhood days, most of the 
picture of the old mining days is 
reconstructed. The trail the Light- 
ners followed was the same one 
that brought most of Kern county's 
early settlers, and is so rich in his- 
toric memories that one riding 
over the same route today can 
scarcely help being stirred by a 
sensation of latent intimacy with 
those who carved out comfortable’ 
homes for their descendants from 
the wilderness. By way of Gilroy 
and over Pacheco Pass; past Fire- 
paugh’s Ferry and down to Visalia 
and Porterville; then to White 
River, and up the river ta 
Valley. where Glenville is 
the ploneers steered 3 
course for the promised land— 
their blood quickened by dream of 
freedom and gold—much gold.
